Re: 1992 United Way Allocation 


The United Way Board of Trustees, at its meeting on May 27, 1992, approved an allocation 
to your agency for 1992 in the amount of $61,509. This amount reflects an overall decrease 
of $20,861 or 25.3% below 1991. 


We have been communicating with recipient agencies for more than a year regarding a 
decrease in funds that would be available for allocation to agencies in 1992 through the 
0 traditional Fund Distribution process. This change is due to a continued economic 
recession, our commitment of funds to Community Problem Solving Initiatives, and the 
implementation of a Pilot Donor Choice project by the United Ways of Tri-State in the 
1991-92 campaign. Donor Choice enables contributors to designate their gifts to United 
Way, any non-profit health and human care agency or to community problems or needs. 
United Way of Essex and West Hudson is a partner of the United Ways of Tri-State and so 
its funding base from "Tri-State" will be affected by the Donor Choice Pilot. 


Consistent with the- decreased funds available for 1992 guidelines were developed and 
utilized to achieve reductions in 1991 allocations to agencies and their programs, taking 
into account priorities of programs and made by United Way o 


amount has been subtracted from your total 1992 allocation, and the amount remaining is 
554,649. You will be responsible for ensuring that the utilization of the advance allocations 
was consistent with the 1992 amount allocated to each program. We are in the process of 
matching vouchers already submitted against payments made and will advise you of funds 
remaining in the individual programs.
